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Che Anne Loewen is well known to the Faculty of 
Music where she makes her teaching home. She has 
performed through Canada and in Europe and Asia 
with many singers and instrumentalists including 
Ben Heppner, Measha Brueggergosman and Kimberly 
Barber, and has toured in concert with soprano Lorna 
MacDonald and trumpeter Guy Few. She has coached 
many competition winners and as guest instructor has 
taught in many venues throughout Canada, including 
the Banff Centre. In the press, she has been praised 
for her “brilliant support” (The Globe and Mail), “truly 
exquisite articulation” (Fredericton Daily Gleaner) and 
her “subtlety and nuance” (Halifax Chronicle-Herald). 

Soprano Charlene Pauls has been invited to sing 
across Canada and Europe working with conductors 
such as Robert Shaw, Bramwell Tovey, Howard Dyck, 
Jean-Francois Rivest, Frieder Bernius and Helmuth 
Rilling. Ms. Pauls appears often with baroque groups 
and symphony orchestras including Thirteen Strings, 
Vancouver Symphony, Winnipeg Symphony and the 
National Arts Centre orchestras. An enthusiastic 
proponent of contemporary music, Ms. Pauls has been 
heard frequently at the Winnipeg Symphony Orchestra’s 
New Music Festival. Performances and CBC broadcasts 
include John Taverner's To a Child Dancing in the Wind, 
Jeffrey Ryan’s chamber opera The Laurels , and Jocelyn 
Morlock's Lacrymosa, the latter winning an international 
composers’ forum competition which has since been 
broadcast around the world. Ms. Pauls currently teaches 
voice at Tyndale University in Toronto and has begun 
studies in the DMA program at the University of Toronto. 


Vicki St. Pierre’s warm, lush voice has been described 
as “rich with both a darkness and brilliance." Vicki has 
performed with major symphonies, choirs and opera 
companies across Canada and in the United States. She 
is equally at home singing repertoire ranging from Early 
Music to New Works, Art Song to Pops Programs. 

Recent and upcoming engagements include Ms. St. 
Pierre’s debut appearance at Roy Thomson Hall, 
concerts with the Toronto Consort, The Coronation of 
Poppea with Opera Atelier, Dido and Aeneas in Quebec, 
performances with Tafelmusik, debut performances with 
the Elora Festival Singers, and Beethoven 9th Symphony 
with the Toronto Philharmonia. She is currently working 
on her Doctorate in Voice Performance at the University 
of Toronto. 

ERIC DOMVILLE is a Professor Emeritus of English 
at the University of Toronto. Since his retirement has 
extended a longstanding interest in the relationship 
of words and music. He has lectured, broadcast and 
written extensively on opera, including articles for 
the Canadian Opera Company’s programme books as 
well as giving pre-performance talks for the Company. 
He offers courses on various aspects of opera in the 
Continuing Education Division of St. Michael’s College. 
Currently he is assisting his wife, Jean MacPhail, in a 
course on English song at the Royal Conservatory of 
Music.
